ITEM 4: ADDITIONAL FUNDING FOR NLMS

1 . USDEL OFF SPOKE WITH UNDP ASSISTANT ADMINISTRATOR 
FOR AFRICA DOO KINGUE TO SEEK CLARIFICATION ABOUT HIS 
IMPLIED APPEAL (REFTEL) FOR ADDITIONAL FUNDS FOR PRO- 
JECTS BENEFITTING AFRICAN NATIONAL LIBERATION MOVE- 
MENTS AND NAMIBIA. DOO KINGUE STATED THAT HE FEELS AT 
LEAST $4 MILLION IS NEEDED BY UNDP TO FUND A PART OF 
THE PROGRAM DESIRED BY THE COMMISSIONER FOR NAMIBIA. 

HE ALSO BELIEVES AN ADDITIONAL $5.5 MILLION IS NECESSARY 
FOR PROJECTS TO BENEFIT NLMS RECOGNIZED BY THE OAU. 

2. ALLEGEDLY THE SWEDISH DELEGATION HAD OFFERED TO 
INTRODUCE THE QUESTION OF ADDITIONAL FUNDS FOR NAMIBIA 
AND THE NLMS AND HAD EVEN SUGGESTED MAKING A $3 MILLION 
CONTRIBUTION, BOTH AS A MEANS OF PERMITTING THE FURTHER 
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FUNDING OF PROJECTS AND AS A STIMULANT TO OTHER COUN- 
TRIES TO MAKE DONATIONS. HOWEVER, THE SWEDES SEEM TO 
HAVE CHANGED THEIR MIND AND ARE NOT EXPECTED TO RAISE 
THE ISSUE. 

3. DOO KINGUE SAID HIS FALLBACK POSITION WAS TO HAVE 
THE GOVERNING COUNCIL GRANT UNDP (AND THEREFORE HIM) 
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ADDITIONAL AUTHORITY TO AT LEAST APPROVE PROJECTS TOTAL- 
LING THE ABOVE AMOUNTS, IN THE HOPE THAT ACTUAL RE- 
SOURCES WOULD BE FORTHCOMING LATER. HE ACKNOWLEDGED 
THAT THE ADMINISTRATOR HAS TOLD HIM NOT TO SUBMIT 
FURTHER PROJECTS FOR APPROVAL SINCE UNDP ALREADY WAS 
COMMITTED BEYOND PRESENTLY AVAILABLE FUNDS, BUT THAT HE 
FELT THE TWO AFRICAN SITUATIONS REQUIRED HIM TO PUSH 
AHEAD. 

4. DOO KINGUE SAID THE PROJECTS HE WANTED TO APPROVE 
FOR NAMIBIA WERE FELLOWSHIPS AND TRAINING, PARTICULARLY 
IN MINING, FORESTRY AND SATELLITE LAND SURVEYING AND 
MAPPING. HE WAS LESS FORTHCOMING AS REGARDS THE NLM 
PROJECTS BUT AVERRED THAT THEY WERE FOR NON-COMBATTANT 
PURPOSES AND WOULD ALL BE EXECUTED BY UN SPECIALIZED 
AGENCIES. RESPONDING TO A FURTHER QUESTION, HE SAID 

IN OCTOBER, 1977 HE HAD VISITED 

A REFUGEE CAMP IN ZAMBIA WHICH WAS RECEIVING FAO 
ASSISTANCE, AND THAT HE HAS HAD NO ACCESS PROBLEMS 
TO OTHER CAMPS. HE ALSO ADMITTED THAT THE STUDENTS 
IN THE INSTITUTE FOR NAMIBIA NOW UNIFORMLY WERE 
AFFILIATED WITH SWAPO; THOSE NOT AFFILIATED HAD LEFT 
SOME TIME AGO. 

5. DELOFF SUBSEQUENTLY TOUCHED BASE WITH THE SWEDISH 
DELEGATION. THEY ADMITTED TO HAVING INITIALLY SUPPORTED 
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DOO KINGUE INASFAR AS A WILLINGNESS TO BRING UP THE 
ISSUE IN PLENARY OF ADDITIONAL PROJECT APPROVAL AUTHORITY, 
BUT THEY HAD HAD SECOND THOUGHTS AND, IN FACT, WERE 
SEEKING GUIDANCE FROM STOCKHOLM. 

6. IT NOW APPEARS LESS LIKELY THAT THE GOVERNING 
COUNCIL WILL BE REQUESTED TO AUTHORIZE FUNDS FOR NAMIBIA 
OR THE NLMS FROM THE PROGRAM RESERVE OR OTHER SOURCES, 
BUT GUIDANCE IS STILL NECESSARY ON THIS POINT. IF 

DOO KINGUE FINDS A CONDUIT TO GET HIS FALLBACK POSI- 
TION, I.E. MORE AUTHORITY TO APPROVE PROJECTS, TO THE 
FLOOR, WE WILL ARGUE THAT THESE ARE RELATIVELY NEW PRO- 
GRAMS WORKING ON DIFFICULT PROBLEMS. WHILE SYMPATHETIC 
TO DOO KINGUE'S REQUEST, GIVEN THE LARGE VOLUME OF FUNDS 
UNEXTENDED, ALTHOUGH COMMITTED, FOR PROGRAMS 
WHICH STRETCH ON FOR SEVERAL YEARS, IT WOULD NOT, IN 
THE INTEREST OF PRUDENT PROGRAM MANAGEMENT, APPEAR 
NECESSARY TO GRANT FURTHER PROJECT APPROVAL AUTHORITY 
AT THIS TIME. SORENSON 
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
